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OPENING MARKET SALES HEAVY 


Much Common Tobacco In Evidence as 1923-24 


Season Opens 
No decided Types in Evi- 


dence 
Color Is Lacking Say Warehouse- 


men 
Some Sells As His as 55 Cents. 


The 1923-24 tobacco season opened in Danville this 


morning with offerings "far in e,xcess of those which were 
anticipated and with many thousands of farmers present to 
watch the trend of the sales on the floors of the 
seven 


warehouses here. 


The sales began punctually at nine o'clock as the bells 


of th« warehouses announcing the first sales ceased to toll. 
In some of the warehouses the crowd was so dense that the 
.managers were compelled to ask the farmers to stand back 
to allow the buyers free scope in examining the tobacco. 


Early this afternoon it was estimated that the sales 


would end between half-past three and four o'clock and that 
by 'that time it would be shown that nearly half a million 
pounds had been disposed of. It was impossible to foretell 
the precise average until the sales are over and the totals 
from each warehouse struck and the average computed. 
Prices however, covered a wide range, one pile being reported 
to have sold for 55 cents—this an exceptionally good one, 
which much of the "sorry" leaf was disposed of at between 
6 and 8 cents. The bulk of the tobacco was marketed at 
prices ranging from 13 to 23 cents and it was expected that 
the average for the first day would be somewhere between 
seventeen and twenty dollars per hundred pounds. 


The crop judging from the opening break today is not a 


good one and is compared with that of 1921. Discriminating 
tobacco men pointed to an absence of color and to the pre- 
dominance of "muddy" tobacco and also to its coarseness. 
Against thiaihow^ver, was the statement made by warehouse- . 
men who declared that the crop as a whole coul dnot be 
judged by what was seen on the market today. While it is 
true that comparatively few primings were to be seen and 
the bulk of the offerings was stalk cured, most of that 
brought here was the poorer curings so far made, and offered 
to test the market.

crop declaring that few farmers are 
now cutting priming since there is 
so little demand, for them.

Jones, who said that although all of 
the radio bearings received by the 
squadron flagship Delphy in the hours 
preceding the crashwere not accu- 
rate, they were sufficiently close to 
the true bearings to have warned the 
squadron's navigators that they -were 
too far north of Point Arguello to 
turn in when they did.

General Patrick Says America Is 


Lagging In Aviation Progress 


(By The Annoclated 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 2.—The United 
States is far behind in aviation prog- 
ress. Mayor General Mason M. Pat- 
ricto, chief of the army air service, de- 
clared m an address at the annual 
banquet last nig-ht of the National 
Aero Congress which is being held 
here in conjunction with the Interna- 
tional air races. 


"America was once first In the air 


when two of her gifted sons, the 
Wright Brothers taugh the world to 
fly," he said. "But now we are woe- 
fully behind and other nations are 
taking the place in the development 
and progress of aviation that we 
should have and rightfully deserve." 
The general made an earnest plea 


for support from Congress for In- 
creased appropriations which would 
enable the air service to keep rea- 
sonably abreast of foreign powers in 
aviation. 


Dwight Davis, assistant secretary of 


war and personal representative of 
President 
Coolidge. 
warned 
that 


the deterioration of its air force. lie 
revealed 
that 
through diminishing 


support from Congress since the ar- 
mistice, air service equipment and 
personnel have so decreased that by 
1925 the army will be 1.400 airplanes 
deficient even for the skeleton organ- 
ization at present authorized by Con- 
gress. The nature of the industry is 
such, he said, that it requires from 
eleven to eighteen months for the 
construction of the necessary aircraft 
needed by America in event war were 
declared and an enemy power should 
attempt an invasion.

Tokio Striving 


To Construct 


Soon As Possible

(By Chicago Tribune service.; 


OSAKA, Oct. 1 — I 
have jus 


returned from Tokyo, which I left at 
mid-night September 1, blazing like 
a furnace. I returned on September 
15 to find the capital in ashes and 
the residents burning with enthusi- 
asm to reconstruct and re-establish 
business. 
Ifo sign of grief was ap- 


parent among the survivors, except 
those few thousand whom I watch- 
ed reciting: prayers for the dead al- 
most within the smoke" of the funer- 
al p'yres, on which the last of the 
100,000 corpses' were burning. 


On every hand work was progres- 


sing in clearing the streets of debris 
brick, tiles and tangled wires. In 1.- 
000 blocks toilers were clearing lots 
prying out safes, erecting temporary 
shacks for shelter and preparing to 
resume business. 
On countless sites 


of former shops 
signs announced 


;har the shops would re-open as soon 
as possible. 


All the former busy corners were 


crowded with stalls of fruits, cigaret- 
tes, Japanese 
footwear, underwear 


and tiny socks, spread out on the 
lavement, with hundreds of purvey- 
ors of photographs of the district. 


At the three main parks, Uyeno, 


Shiba a«id Hibiya, the authorities are 
rushing work on barrack tenements, 
which •will be occupied as soon as 
they are completed. 
Hibiya Park, 


he smallest of the three, will have 
1,200 homes, each of twelve by twelve

fugees. 


Tokyo has 120,000 homeless for

The telegraph company lost radio 


connection with her after that but 
later learned from the Caciqup Pa- 
cific Mail liner, that she was going at 
full speed for a point 75 miles dis- 
tant. 


Before the Cacique reached

to the Diana Dollar's assistance.

hat has waited for more than a year 
or the body of William Fessel, 47th 
Ictim of the Argonaut mine disaster, 


will receive its own tomorrow Fessel's 
keleton was found todaj on the 3650 
oot level, a few hundred feet a-way 
rom the spot where his fellow work- 
rs died. 
Searching through the mass of stone 
nd muck that littered the lev'el Ben 
angumetti, name foreman v.-ho led the 
ruelling work of bringing out the 
odies a >ear ago, stumbled on a heap 
f bones 
The clothes, the shape of 


skull and a dentist's tooth chart 


•'ompleted the identification of the 
keleton as that of Fessel, whose fate 
ad been a mystery- 
Sanguinetti and another miner -were 


engaged in cleaning up the different 
levels of the mine preparing them for 
further work when the gruesome dis- 
covery was made. 
What had been 
Fessel's body lay half covered by 
rock15 sora-nled six hundred feet from 
the shaft of the mine. The forty-six 
bodies recovered at the time of the 
tragedy were all found on the 4350 
foot level showing that Fessel must 
have fought his way up until , the 
deadly carbon nonoxide gas stilled his 
struggles 


Sanguinetti brought the bones back 


to the surface and made his discov- 
ery known. 
Tomorrow there will be 


the formality of an inquest and then 
William Fessel will be laid beside his 
comrades v. ho died -with him in a 
grave which has been ready since the 
funerals of the other victims. 


Thus will tfinis'' be written to a 


tragedy that centered the eyes of the 
world on Jackson. 12 months ago. On 
August 27. 1922, 47 miners descend- 
ed to their t\ ork in the Argonaut mine. 
Tthat was the last time they were seen 
alive. Fire started on the lovier levels 
and the men were trapped like rats by 
a cave-in. 


The hopeless task of rescue work 
started immediately but with walls of 
solid rock to drill through, it was not 
until three weeks had elapsed that the 
rescue party, working night and day. 
were able to get into the mine to 
search for the trapped men. 


Whatever idea there had been of 


finding- the miners alive flickered out 
when the rescuers, on September -9. 
1322. reached the place where th* 
doomed men had fought a losing bat- 
le against heat and poisonous g-as. 
The death dealing vapor seeped past 
heir pitiful attempts to erect barri- 
cades and 46 of the 47 men were 
found dead.

FIGHTER TO WIN 


HEAVY TITLE 


LONDON, Sept. 
27.—England 
is 


fine-combing her ranks of youth and 
strength in s-earch. of a man of suffi- 
cient physiaue to meet the heavy- 
weight champion -of the world. 
For 


25 years the" country has failed to 
produce a real 
heavyweight. 
It is 


on this account that Tex O'Rourke, 
who has trained some of America's 
best fiehters, has been brought to 
England to lend his advice to British 
pugilistic 
promoters 
and 
sporting 


clubs in their quest 
for a "British 


Hope." 
At a recent meeting of boxing en- 


thusiasts held in London to celebrate 
the "movement," the American exert 
gave an interesting account of the ad- 
ventures he encountered in his search 
for a contender for the championship. 


All the "towns and villages of Eng- 


land, Mr. O'Rourke explained, have 
been searched for the right men. The 
plan is, when a heavy-weight of po- 
tentialities is discovered, to pay him 
the same salary he has been earning 
and put him through the most rigor- 
ous training that an English boxer 
has ever experienced. 
He will be 


taught "the whole 
business" and, 


when he is fit, started fighting at the 
bottom rung of the ladder until his 
experience i ssuch that he may have 
some chance of beating whoever the 
champion of the time happens to be. 


O'Rourke said, in his search f Eng- 


land, that he had discovered^ four or 
five young men with the desired pbys- 
cial qualities coupled, as far as could 
be knwx«i at this stage, -with the 
necessary mental qualities- The first 
discovery to pass the test was Leslie 
Price, son -ef a Bristol hotel-keeper 
who. is 6 feet 2 inches in height, 
weighs 22o pounds, and is 20 years 
of age. 
In the same town was found 


Henry Walter McCran. 6 ft. 3 in. 
tall, 217 pounds in weight, aged 22. 
"I have never seen a -man "in the 
raw" possessed of more aggression 
than this one," said Mr. O'^ourke. 


From Birmingham comes William 


Prestage, 6 ft. 3 in. 196 pounds, with 
exceptionally large hands a*id a. very 
long reach. Liverpool has given Isa- 
ac Ingl&ton. a giant of 6 ft. 5 in., 
who has been accustomed 
at his 


trade to throw about bags of sugar 
weighing 200 pounds as if they were 
feather pillows. 


London's contribution Is a police- 


mam 6 ft. 3 in. in height, with good 
hands and a long reach. 


All these "hopes" shortly will be- 


gin a. long course of training at 
a 
camp in Malvern. And they will do 
nothing except train and learn for 
the next six months, when the best 
of them will be given a match. But 
even if they live up to all expectations.
